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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING, 


The  Forty-lirst  Annual  Meeting  of  the  "  Brookl3^n  Associa- 
tion for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor/'  was  held  on 
Wednesday  evening,  October  1,  1884. 

Mr.  David  M.  Stone  was  called  upon  to  preside,  and  Mr. 
John  A.  ]N"exsen  acted  as  Secretary. 

The  Auditing  Oomruittee  reported  that  they  had  examined 
the  Treasurer's  Account,  with  the  vouchers,  and  found  it  cor- 
rect, showing  a  balance  of  $1,939.71.  Their  report  was  ac- 
cepted, and  the  Committee  discharged. 

The  Annual  Eeport  was  then  read,  and  adopted  as  the  Ee- 
port  of  the  Society.  The  Board  of  Managers  was  authorized 
to  print  twelve  thousand  copies  of  the  same  for  distribution. 

The  Treasurer's  Account  was  presented  and  accepted,  and 
directed  to  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Report. 

The  Eeport  of  the  Building  Committee  was  read  by  its 
Chairman,  Mr.  A.  Augustus  Low.  It  was  accepted  and  or- 
dered to  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Eeport.  The  following 
resolution  was  then  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  tendered  to  the 
Building  Committee  for  their  able  and  efficient  services  in 
superintending  the  erection  of  the  new  Building ;  and  espec- 
ially to  Mr.  A.  Augustus  Low,  its  Chairman,  who  devoted  so 
much  time  and  attei^tion  to  the  work. 

The  Officers  and  Managers  of  the  Association  for  the  ensu- 
ing year  were  then  unanimously  elected. 

The  foregoing  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  the 
Meeting  adjourned.

FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Breollyi  AssociatiOD  for  Improving  lie  Conflition  of  tie  Poor. 


The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  submit  to  the  members  ot 
this  Association  the  following  statement  concerning  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  discharged  their  duties  during  the  past  year. 

OUR  THANKS  TO  THE  WORKERS. 

The  Board  desire  first  to  express  their  sense  of  gratification  and 
thankfulness  to  all  who  have  sustained  in  any  degree  the  work  of 
the  Association.  The  gentlemen  constituting  the  various  Commit- 
tees have  satisfactorily  performed  their  duties.  To  the  ladies  of  the 
Clothing  Bureau  all  praise  is  due  for  their  faithful  and  gratuitous 
services.  The  employes  have  been  efficient.  The  solicitors,  with- 
out whom  the  Association  could  not  exist,  have  nobly  succeeded  in 
the  work  of  collecting  the  donations  of  the  charitable.  The  benev- 
olent have  not  failed  in  making  generous  contributions  to  our 
treasury.  And  the  physicians  have  been  especially  useful  in  behalf 
of  the  Association.    To  all  these  w^e  extend  our  grateful  acknowl- 
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edgements  for  the  sympathy  and  services  afforded  during  the  year. 
Our  machinery  must  necessarily  be  complicated,  and  perfection  in 
work  cannot  be  attained  ;  but  we  can  approximate  to  that  standard. 
As  a  result  no  well-grounded  cause  of  complaint  has  been  preferred 
against  the  Society  or  its  employes. 

THE  WORK  ACCOMPLISHED. 

During  the  year  4,486  orders  for  groceries  and  provisions  were 
issued. 

4,018  articles  of  clothing  were  disbursed,  a  large  portion  of  which 
was  made  up  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ladies'  Clothing  Bureau. 
],219  tons  of  coal  were  delivered,  mostly  in  quarter-tons. 
Rent  was  paid  for  76  families. 
5  families  were  assisted  in  removals. 
In  4  cases  goods  were  redeemed  from  pawn. 

49  orders  for  medical  services  were  issued,  and  132  medical  pre- 
scriptions filled. 

In  7  cases  funeral  expenses  were  paid. 

But  a  table  of  statistics  does  not  portray  the  extent  of  the  use- 
fulness of  this  Association.  In  many  instances  advice  has  been 
given  which  may  have  been  quite  as  valuable  as  any  donation.  Our 
representatives,  especially  the  investigators  and  physicians,  have 
been  brought  in  heart-contact  with  the  beneficiaries,  and  have  ex- 
tended encouragement,  personally,  in  the  hour  of  sore  trial.  In 
many  instances  the  members  themselves  have  seconded  their  con- 
tributions to  the  Association  by  visiting  those  receiving  aid,  and 
have  not  only  seen  the  results  of  judicious  charitable  effort,  but 
have  intensified  those  results  by  their  own  personal  exertions.  As 
far  as  possible  the  services  of  those  requiring  aid  have  been  utilized 
in  favor  of  the  Association,  by  reasonable  payments  in  supplies, 
thus  taking  them  out  of  the  ranks  of  beneficiaries  and  making  them 
manly  and  self-sustaining.    And  no  figures  can  portray  the  many 
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unseen  emotions  which  spring  up  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  the 
objects  of  our  charity.  What  shall  we  say  of  the  joy  in  homes 
where  the  pangs  of  hunger  and  even  of  starvation  have  been  re- 
lieved? What  of  that  inspiring  hope  which  drives  away  despair 
and  anticipates  the  prospect  of  being  once  more  successful  in  life  ? 
What  of  that  gratitude  to  the  Father  of  all  mercies  and  to  the 
benevolent  which  fills  the  souls  of  those  who  are  helped  by  this 
Association  ?  There,  in  their  widespread  influence,  are  results  which 
the  light  of  a  better  world  can  only  reveal. 

A  CAUTION. 

This  Association  enters  upon  the  work  of  another  year  with  an 
experience  of  four  decades,  and  possessing  all  the  appliances  for 
aiding  the  worthy  poor.  We  own  a  substantial  and  well  equipped 
building,  adapted  in  every  respect  to  the  ends  for  which  it  was  de- 
signed. We  are  hampered  by  no  indebtedness.  Our  working 
committees  and  employes  are  industrious  and  effective.  We  have 
the  capacity  to  investigate  and  aid,  if  proper,  with  little  or  no  extra 
expense,  every  case  presented  to  the  Association  from  the  entire 
city. 

But  just  here  we  are  confronted  by  the  fact  that  other  societies 
are  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  work,  and  that,  too,  without  proper 
investigation.  There  has  been  a  most  remarkable  multiplication  of 
these  organizations  in  this  city  during  the  past  three  years.  Each 
one  involves  more  or  less  expense  in  its  management.  And  where 
a  thorough  investigation  of  each  applicant  for  aid  is  not  secured, 
their  money  may  be  wasted  on  improper  objects  of  charity.  This 
consequently  results  in  the  encouragement  and  perpetuation  of 
pauperism.  Thus,  that  which  was  intended  to  prevent  poverty 
actually  promotes  it.  Thus,  misplaced  charity  produces  greater 
harm  than  if  it  had  never  been  applied.  And  in  the  end  it  may  be 
found  that  the  unworthy  have  been  supported  in  their  career  of 
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pauperism,  and  that  they  have  not  been  impelled  to  indu«ti"y,  thrift 
and  a  better  life. 

We  hesitate  long  before  criticisiiig  benevolent  work,  i^ut  glaring 
facts  in  our  own  city  compel  us  to  take  this  course.  Nor  do  we 
stand  alone.  In  the  year  1868  the  city  of  London  woke  up  to  the 
realization  of  a  startling  rapidity  in  the  increase  of  pauperism. 
Careful  investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  the  enormous  sum  ol 
$45,000,000  was  given  annually  in  the  line  of  charity.  It  was 
further  conclusively  shown  that  this  amount  was  immeasurably  be- 
yond the  needs  demanded,  and  that  the  application  of  so  large  a 
^um  resulted  in  a  frightful  demoralization  among  the  poor.  London 
svas  wise  in  time,  and  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  arrest  the 
excessive  expenditure  and  its  lamentable  results. 

Philadelphia,  in  1869,  and  New  York,  in  1873,  both  called  for 
41  halt,  loudly  protesting  against    too  much  charity." 

What  we  need  is  concentration  of  effort  in  one  reliable  organ- 
ization. We  thereby  secure  economy  in  the  use  of  the  machinery, 
•efficiency  and  rapidity  in  administration,  and  the  granting  of  aid 
where  it  will  do  the  most  good. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

The  Board  of  Managers  renew  their  appeal  to  the  public  for  sub- 
«tanlial  and  increased  contributions.  The  present  depression  in  the 
business  world  means  decreased  wages  and  the  curtailing  of  the 
necessaries  of  life  among  the  poor.  The  demands  upon  the  Asso- 
•ciation  will  consequently  be  heavier.  This  scern  tact  confronts  us. 
Will  our  friends  be  equal  to  the  emergency?  Will  new  friends 
<.'ome  to  our  aid  ?

REPORT 

OF  THE 

BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


Mk.  President  and  Gentlemen — In  siibraitting  the  Re  port  of 
your  Building  Committee  I  shall  first  take  the  liberty  of  recalling 
the  different  places  at  which  the  principal  office  of  the  Association 
has  been  located  up  to  the  present  time.  The  first  meeting,  which 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  "  The  Brooklyn  Association  for  Im- 
proving the  Condition  of  the  Poor,"  was  held  in  the  old  Armory 
Building,  in  Henry  street,  in  1843,  when  the  city  was  limited  to 
seven  wards,  and  the  population  to  about  fifty  thousand. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Association  have  been  located  as  follows  : 
Brooklyn  Institute,  1844-48  ;  City  Hall,  1848-54  ;  88  Hicks  street, 
1854-61  ;  22  Court  street,  1861-66;  162  Joralemon  street,  1866-73  ; 
108  Livingston  street,  1873-83,  when  the  number  was  changed  to 
104. 

The  first  practical  step  which  the  Association  was  enabled  to 
take  to  provide  for  itself  a  permanent  home  was  the  result  of  a 
legacy  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  1873  from  the  estate  of  one  of  its 
former  managers  and  most  steadfast  friends,  the  late  Francis  D. 
Mason,  Esq.  ;  together  with  a  legacy  of  one  hundred  dollars  from 
Mrs.  Sarah  Smith  ;  which  amounts  were  invested  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  the  little  two-story  house  and  lot,  until  recently  the  scene 
of  the  earnest  and  indefatigable  labors  of  this  Institution.  The 
property  was  owned  originally  by  Teunis  Joralemon,  Esq.,  and  in 
1843,  the  same  year  that  our  Society  was  founded,  the  estate  was 
partitioned  among  the  heirs,  and  the  lot  upon  which  our  old  build- 
ing stood  was  set  off  to  Parmenus  Johnson  and  Mary,  his  wile. 
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The  old  building  was  an  L,  and  belonged  to  a  main  part  which 
t^tood  in  a  large  enclosure,  including  the  whole  block,  which,  in  all 
probability,  was  the  old  homestead  of  the  Joralemons.  The  main 
part  was  eventually  moved  over  on  to  the  ground  now  occupied  by 
the  County  Court  House,  and  the  L  made  into  a  pretty  cottage. 

Many  years  ago  our  head  clerk,  Mr.  Manson,  observed  an  old 
man  who  often  came  and  leaned  over  the  gate  looking  wistfully  at 
the  house.  One  morning  Mr.  Manson  entered  into  conversation 
with  him,  and  he  told  how,  years  and  years  ago,  he  knew  the  house 
when  it  was  part  of  the  large  mansion  referred  to.  He  said  he  had 
often  noted  little  children  playing  in  the  large  garden  which  sur- 
rounded it.  Coming  into  the  house,  he  pointed  out  a  large  tree 
which  until  recently  stood  in  the  rear  of  this  place  and  remarked, 
*'That  tree  stood  on  the  green;  a  circular  seat  was  around  it,  and 
the  ladies  of  the  house  seemed  to  frequent  it  on  sunny  afternoons, 
as  a  favorite  resort."  Mr.  Manson  did  not  learn  the  old  man's 
name,  and  he  is  probably  dead. 

The  necessity  for  a  new  and  larger  building  of  our  own,  with 
accommodations  for  all  our  various  departments,  under  one  roof, 
has  for  a  long  time  been  recognized  by  all  our  friends  and  members; 
but  especially  by  those  most  actively  and  intimately  identified  with 
the  Society's  operations  has  it  been  known  to  be  an  imperative 
necessity.  Accordingly  the  suggestion  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
procure  funds  for  this  purpose  met  with  timely  acceptance,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held  January  7,  1880,  "  On 
motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  Resolved^  Thart  a  Committee  of  three 
be  appointed  by  the  President  to  consider  the  expediency  of  erect- 
ing a  building  for  the  use  of  the  Society  on  the  ground  owned  by 
the  Association,  or  of  selling  this  property  and  purchasing  a  new 
location  and  building  thereon,  and  report  to  this  Board."  The 
President  appointed  on  this  Committee  Augustus  Storrs,  A.  Au- 
gustus Low  and  A.  W.  Humphreys.  The  project  to  erect  a  build- 
ing on  the  site  already  owned  by  the  Association  received  the 
unanimous  approbation  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Storrs  making  an 
informal  verbal  report  to  this  effect,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
held  October  13,  1880,  On  motion,  Messrs.  A.  Augustus  Low, 
Augustus  Storrs  and  A.  W.  Humphreys  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee on  Building." 

The  following  circular  was  then  prepared  and  signed  by  the 


KEPOKT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE.  IS 

President,  Reuben  W.  Ropes,  and  David  M.  Stone,  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  dated  Brooklyn,  April  12,  1881. 

"Dear  Sir: — There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  Vice-Presidents  and 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Con- 
dition of  the  Poor,  at  the  Central  Office  of  the  Association,  No.  108 
Livingston  street,  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  20th  inst.,  at  eight 
o'clock.  The  books  and  also  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Associ- 
ation in  its  great  work  of  extending  out-door  relief  to  the  needy 
poor  of  the  city  will  be  submitted.  Important  business  connected 
with  the  welfare  of  the  Association  will  also  be  presented  at  the 
meeting." 

In  the  history  of  the  Association  written  for  the  Charities'" 
Record  and  Directory,"  some  six  or  seven  years  ago,  by  Mr.  John 
S.  Lott,  it  is  stated  that  about  twenty  in  number  responded  to  the 
first  call  made  at  the  time  this  Society  was  organized ;  similarly  upon 
this  occasion,  about  twenty  responded  to  the  invitation  extended  in 
the  circular  referred  to  above.  In  each  instance  the  result  of  the 
meetings  far  exceeded  all  expectations.  At  a  meeting  held 
April  7,  1881,  the  Building  Committee  presented  a  plan  for  a  new 
building,  which  after  some  discussion  was  referred  back  to  the 
Committee,  and  the  Committee  was  continued  with  power. 

The  next  move  was  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  Novem- 
9,  1881,  when  the  President,  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,, 
was  authorized  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  ten  persons  to  solicit 
subscriptions  to  the  Building  Fund ;  said  Committee  to  have  power 
to  appeal  to  the  public  through  the  press,  whenever  they  considered 
such  a  course  advisable. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  Committee  :  A.  D.  VVheel- 
ock,  Chairman  ;  Manly  A.  Ruland,  Thomas  M.  Andrews,  Ethan 
A.  Doty,  Henry  G.  Reeve,  William  L.  Torrey,  Henry  Mumford,. 
E.  W.  Tapp,  James  M.  Ham,  Albion  P.  Higgins  and  James  E. 
Kelsey  :  ex-officio,  President,  R.  W.  Ropes. 

On  April  5,  1882,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to> 
receive  the  report  of  A.  D.  Wheelock,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Subscriptions,  and  to  transact  other  important  business^ 
Mr.  W^heelock  reported  that  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  had 
been  subscribed.  It  is  proper  here  to  state  that  more  than  one-half 
of  this  amount  was  raised  by  Mr.  Reuben  W.  Ropes,  who  likewise,, 
for  more  than  one-half  the  period  of  our  Society's  existence,  or  for 
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over  twenty  years,  has  served  the  Poor  Association  as  its  honored 
President.  A  list  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Building  Fund  may  be 
found  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1882.  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  given  to  the  Subscription  Committee  w^ith  its  Chairman,  Mr. 
Wheelock,  and  in  consequence  of  the  success  attending  their  efforts, 
and  in  the  midst  of  a  scene  of  enthusiasm  never  before  witnessed 
in  the  history  of  our  Association,  on  motion,  the  members  present 
united  in  singing  the  doxology,  "  Praise  God,  from  whom  all  bless- 
ings flow.'' 

The  rooms  of  the  little  house  were  filled  to  their  utmost  capacity, 
and  the  occasion  was,  in  all  respects,  a  truly  memorable  one. 

The  meeting  was  also  called  to  pass  upon  the  following  resolutions 
recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Executive  Committee,  David  M. 
Stone,  Chairman.  '^Resolved,  That  the  President  of  tlie  Associa- 
tion be  authorized  to  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  Association  the 
lot  on  Livingston  street,  adjoining  the  property  of  the  Association, 
on  the  west,  for  the  sum  of  seven  tliousand  dollars,  to  accept  con- 
veyance of  the  same,  and  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the 
money. 

'■^Resolved,  That  the  Subscription  Committee  be  authorized  to 
collect  the  amount  subscribed  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  building,  and  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  President. 
That  the  President  be  authorized  to  deposit  the  same  in  the  Brook- 
lyn Trust  Company,  to  the  credit  of  Reuben  W.  Ropes,  President 
of  the  Association,  and  to  disburse  the  same  from  time  to  time  as 
needed  for  the  object  required." 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  adopted,  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers present  being  called  and  each  one  voting  in  the  affirmative. 
Under  the  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  real  estate  held  by  Benevo- 
lent Corporations,  it  is  obligatory  that  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  Board  should  be  present  at  any  meeting  when  action 
relating  to  real  estate  is  ordered.  Fifty-six  votes  were  therefore 
necessary  for  this  purpose.  On  this  occasion  seventy  members 
voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  above  resolutions. 

The  necessary  amount  of  subscriptions  having  been  obtained,  the 
President  added  the  following  names  to  the  Building  Committee  : 
Messrs.  John  B.  King,  John  S.  Lott,  E.  W.  Tapp  and  James  E. 
Kelsey.  The  Committee  met  April  19,  1882,  and  after  electing  as 
its  Secretary  Mr.  John  B.  King,  immediately  proceeded  to  plan 
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and  arrange  the  structure,  which  we  trust  will  be  found  adequate 
to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Society,  which  after  forty  years 
of  service  it  now  occupies  as  its  own  perm^anent  home. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  mention  all  the  man}'-  questions  which 
arose  in  connection  with  the  new  building,  but  by  April  26th  our 
architects,  Messrs.  Parfitt  Brothers,  were  to  a  considerable  extent 
in  possession  of  the  views  of  the  Committee,  and  received  directions 
to  prepare  plans  of  the  exterior,  the  interior  arrangements  having 
now  been  decided  upon.  About  this  time  one  of  many  important 
suggestions  made  by  Mr.  James  E.  Kelsey  was  happily  availed  of 
and  acted  upon,  and  the  flooring  for  the  building  was  jjurchased 
and  so  disposed  of  that  it  would  be  thoroughly  seasoned  when  the 
time  came  to  use  it.  The  excellent  result  cannot  have  escaped  the 
attention  of  any  of  our  members  who  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
inspect  the  building. 

About  the  first  of  July  plans  and  specifications  of  the  building 
were  perfected,  and  the  Chairman  was  authorized  to  advertise 
through  the  press  that  sealed  proposals  would  be  received  at  the 
office  of  the  Association  until  12  o'clock,  July  11,  1882.  In  re- 
sponse we  received  twelve  bids  for  the  Mason  work,  eleven  for  the 
Carpenter  work,  and  seven  for  the  Plumbing  work,  and  one  bid  from 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  H.  D.  &  W.  A.  Southard,  our  neighbors  to 
assume  the  entire  work  complete  for  $20,689.  The  lowest 
bidders  were  duly  notified,  but  failed  to  appear  ;  we  then  made  a 
contract  with  Messrs.  H.  T>.  &  W.  A.  Southard  to  do  the  entire 
work  at  the  lowest  figures  bid,  viz.  :  $17,115.  Mr.  James 
Armstrong  was  awarded  the  Plumbing  work,  which  was  embraced 
in  the  bid  of  the  Messrs.  Southard.  By  the  9th  of  August,  1882, 
the  specifications,  agreements,  etc.,  were  signed,  and  the  work  of 
excavating  was  underway. 

The  character  of  the  season  was  not  altogether  propitious  for 
building  purposes.  Rain  fell  in  torrents,  especially  during  the  month 
of  September,  and  at  times  the  water  was  nearly  if  not  quite  two 
feet  deep  in  the  cellar.  Storm  succeeded  storm,  and  embarrassed 
us  greatly  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  but  finally  the  corner-stone 
was  placed  in  position.  After  making  repeated  efforts  to  go  on 
with  the  building,  your  Committee,  about  the  middle  of  Januarv, 
"decided  on  account  of  the  frost  and  snow,  to  discontinue  work  un- 
til the  spring  of  the  year.    No  further  work  was  done  until  the 
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middle  of  March,  1883,  when  the  walls  were  uncovered  and  rapidly- 
progressed  every  day  towards  completion.  By  the  middle  of  June 
the  roof  of  the  building  was  on.  The  plastering,  gas  pipes  and 
plumbing,  and  steam  heating  apparatus  were  all  in  readiness  by  the 
1st  of  September,  and  the  building  proper  and  carpenter  work  were 
all  complete  by  the  middle  of  the  month. 

The  cost  of  the  building,  including  expense  of  the  new  lot,  i» 
about  $30, '740,  which  the  subscription,  with  the  interest  received  on 
the  same  while  on  deposit,  is  sulScient  to  cover. 

The  one  thought,  aim  and  purpose  of  your  Committee  throughout 
the  entire  work,  and  especially  in  the  matter  of  appointments,  has 
been  that  utility  should  be  the  ruling  consideration,  and  that  every- 
thing should  "be  made  after  a  plain  but  durable  design.  Formerly 
our  central  office  was  in  one  place,  our  depot  for  supplies  in  another, 
and  our  Ladies'  Clothing  Committee  in  a  third,  and  all  requiring; 
much  care  and  supervision.  Hereafter,  with  the  exception  of  the- 
Branch  Depot,  all  the  operations  of  the  Association  will  be  carried 
on  in  the  new  building.  This  will  also  save  much  misunderstand- 
ing and  delay  on  the  part  of  applicants  holding  tickets  for  work  or 
supplies  on  the  various  departments.  There  is  another  considera- 
tion in  connection  with  our  new  building  which  must  not  be  lost 
sight  of,  and  it  applies  to  those  immediately  in  charge  of  our  work. 
Impaired  and  undermined  health,  if  not  loss  of  life,  is  very  frequent- 
ly the  consequence  of  continued  confinement  in  the  close  atmosphere 
which  necessarily  existed  more  or  less  every  day  during  the  active 
season  of  our  operations  in  our  old  building,  where  crowds  of  ap- 
plicants with  those  in  charge  were  confined  for  hours  at  a  time,  in 
rooms  of  very  limited  capacity.  When  the  exacting  and  burden- 
some character  of  our  work  is  also  taken  into  consideration,  the 
least  we  can  do  for  those  discharging  their  duties  under  such  con. 
ditions  is  to  provide  ample  and  suitable  accommodations. 

The  advantages  the  Association  will  enjoy  in  its  new  building  al- 
ready appear  more  promising  than  we  anticipated,  and  the  oppor. 
tunities  aiforded  by  it  for  improving  the  condition  of  the  poor,  will 
make  it  possible  to  accomplish  better  results  than  ever  before.

PEINCIPLES  AJSTD  OBJECTS  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATION. 


We  beg  leave  to  call  special  attention  to  the  following  rules : 

Let  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  Association  is  not — in  its  extended 
Bense— public  or  general ;  that  is,  it  does  not  belong  to  the  public  at  large,  but 
to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its  funds,  and  only  such  have  a  right  to  send 
applicants. 

This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors  are  specific. 
It  seeks  to  do  collectively  just  what  the  benevolent  desire  to  do  individually, 
viz.  :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  relieve  their  necessities. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which  the  work  of 
^    this  Association  is  governed  : 

1st. — To  give  relief  only  after  personal  investigation  of  each  case,  either  by 
visitation  or  thorough  inquiry. 

2d.— To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary,  and  least  susceptible  of 
misuse. 

3d.— To  give  assistance  at  the  right  moment— not  to  prolong  it,  but  to  restrict 
and  modify  relief  according  to  the  necessity  which  calls  for  it. 

TEMPERANCE. 

4th. — To  require,  from  every  one  who  receives  aid,  abstinence  from  all  in- 
toxicating drinks  as  a  beverage  ;  of  such  as  have  children  of  a  proper  age,  that 
they  be  kept  at  school,  unless  unavoidable  circumstances  prevent,  and  that 
those  of  suitable  age  be  apprenticed  to  some  trade  or  sent  to  service — the  de- 
sign being  to  make  the  poor  a  party  to  their  own  improvement  and  elevation. 
The  willful  violation  or  disregard  of  thi^i  rule  will  debar  the  applicant  from 
further  relief. 

RECENT  EMIGRANTS. 

5th. — To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except,  perhaps,  in  urgent  cases  for 
once,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  when 
the  responsibility  of  this  Association  towards  them  shall  cease ;  the  reason  of 
this  rule  being  that  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care 
for  such  persons,  if  needy,  during  five  years  after  their  arrival,  and  are  provided 
with  means  for  this  very  purpose ;  consequently,  every  dollar  expended  on  such 
cases  by  this  Association  would  be  an  improper  appropriation  of  funds  intrusted 
to  it  for  other  objects.

PRINCIPLES  AND  OBJECTS. 


THE  PERMANENTLY  DEPENDENT. 

6th. — To  give  no  aid  to  persons  who,  from  infirmity,  imhedlity,  old  age^  or 
any  other  cause,  are  likely  to  continue  unable  to  earn  their  own  support,  and 
consequently  to  become  permanently  dependent.  In  extreme  cases,  or  until 
they  can  be  referred  to  the  proper  authorities  or  institutions  for  permanent 
relief,  assistance  may  be  given  once  or  twice.  The  reason  of  this  rule  is,  that 
the  permanently  dependent  are  not  regarded  as  proper  subjects  for  this  Associa- 
tion, as  we  have  no  permanent  fund ;  and  because,  if  these  should  continue  to 
be  relieved,  the  entire  receipts  of  the  Association  would  soon  be  exhausted  in 
the  support  of  a  permanent  list,  and  our  primary  object,  "The  elevation  of 
the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  Poor,"  be  defeated.  Such  persons 
should  become  an  in-door  public  charge,  which  is  far  better  for  them  than  to 
rely  upon  incidental  and  uncertain  relief. 

persistent  ALMS-SEEKERS. 

7th. — To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to  depend  on  alms 
rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support.  The  maintenance  of  such  is 
incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this  Association,  because  such  persons  soon 
become  so  debased  by  long-continued  gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of 
inciting  them  to  self-support,  and  to  aid  them  would  be  to  encourage  vice  and 
indolence,  and  further  a  great  social  evil. 

By  refusing  aid  to  the  persons  described,  none  are  necessarily  left  to  suffer. 
Even  those  who  obstinately  persist  in  th(  ir  vicious  course,  and  cannot  be  re- 
lieved by  this  charity  without  injury  to  themselves  and  the  community,  still 
have  a  resource  in  the  legal  relief  to  which  they  are  referred — so  that  all  are 
cared  for. 

The  Association  is  not  intended  to  supercede  existing  charities,  but  as  far 
as  practicable  to  supplement  them,  and  make  them  available  to  those  for  whom 
they  are  designed. 

It  will  be  obvious  to  all  that  this  Association  is  governed  b}  such  humane 
and  economical  considerations  as  have  most  important  moral  and  social  bearings 
on  the  individuals  concerned,  and  the  public  at  large.  Our  whole  aim  is  to 
help  those  who  will  strive  to  help  themselves. 


BROOKLYN  ASSOCIATION  POR  IMPROVING  THE  CONDITION 
OP  THE  POOR. 


ARTICLE  L 

Every  person  who  becomes  an  annual  subscriber  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  President  and  Secretaries  shall  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to 
their  offices. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  him  as  the  Association  may  demand  and  approve.  He  shall 
take  in  charge  all  funds,  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and 
pay  all  duly  authorized  demands.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  he  shall  render 
a  particular  and  correct  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  exhibit  a  summary  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  their  stated  meeting,  and  whenever  called  upon  by  them  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  authority  to  elect  or  appoint  a  General  Agent ;  to  make  By- 
Laws,  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  and  generally  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  the  objects  of  the  Institution  may  require.  It  shall  meet  for  the  transaction 
of  business  at  least  once  every  month,  except  the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August,  and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  convened  in  the 
month  of  October,  on  such  day  as  the  said  Board  shall  decide,  when  the  Board 
shall  submit  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  the  Officers  and  Managers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  except  the  General  Agent,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  or  viva  voce^ 
:as  may  be  determined  at  the  time.  No  one  shall  be  chosen  as  an  officer  or  man- 
ager, at  such  election,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  posted  in  the  principal 
place  of  bubiness  of  the  Association  as  a  candidate  at  least  five  days  before  the 
election  is  held,  without  his  election  shall  be  made  by  unanimous  consent.  In 
case  of  a  failure  to  hold  the  specified  meeting  in  October,  a  special  meeting  for 
the  same  purpose  shall  be  convened  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  be  called  by  the  Secretary 
at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on  receiving  a  requisition  signed  by  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.    Two  days'  notice  must  be  given  of  the  time  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Nine  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  at  all  meetings  of  said  Board,  except  in  the  special  cases,  when  by  law 
a  greater  number  is  required. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Managers  may  at  any  time  make  such  alterations  in  these  By-Laws  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  provided  they  be  not  contrary  to  the  certificate  of 
Incorporation,  and  that  such  alteration  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  least  one  meeting  before  the  same  are  acted  upon,  and  that  they 
shall  not  be  passed  upon  unless  specified  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

An  office  sliall  be  opened  in  an  eligible  situation  for  the  purpose  of  concen- 
trating and  diffusing  all  information  pertaining  tc  the  Society's  operations  and 
objects,  and  f(jr  the  transaction  of  its  general  business, 

ARTICLE  IX. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Agent  to  devote  himself  with  diligence 
and  fidelity  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  and  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  may  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the 
Board.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  at  the  office  of  the  Association,  and  re- 
ceive applications  for  relief,  and  either  personally  or  through  the  medium  of 
competent  agents  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  investigate  all  applications,  and  furnish  appropriate  relief,  advising 
with  the  President,  or  with  some  member  of  the  Board,  on  all  difficult  questions 
and  doubtful  cases,  before  granting  relief.  He  shall  also  render  a  report  to  the 
Board  at  each  stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Each  ward  included  in  the  operations  of  this  Association  shall  have  an 
Advisory  Committee  of  one  or  more  members,  the  number  in  each  ward 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers  previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Committees  to  divide  their  wards  into  such 
sections  as  may  be  desirable,  appoint  solicitors  therefor,  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  operations  of  the  Society 
in  their  respective  wards. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Association  to  endeavor,  in  all 
suitable  ways,  to  give  practical  effect  to  its  principles,  especially  to  discounte- 
nance indiscriminate  almsgiving  and  street  begging,  to  provide  themselves  with 
tickets  of  reference  or  members'  requests,  and  refer  persons  whom  they  wish 
aided  to  the  General  Agent,  in  order  that  such  cases  may  be  properly  in  quired 
into  and,  if  deserving,  be  relieved.  •
